E,  Your  Majtfty's  moll  dutiful  and  loyal 
Subjcds,  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Tem- 
poral, in  Parliament  ailembled,  beg  Leave 
to  return  YourMajeity  our  humble  Thanks 
for  Your  moil  graeious  Speech  from  tJie 
Throne. 

The  Concern  which  You  are  pleafed  to 
exprefs  for  the  Diliippointments  that  have 
unhappily  attended  Ibme  of  the  Meafures, 
formed  by  Your  Majclly  this  Year,  lor 
carrying  on  ihQ  juft  War  in  which  we  are  engaged,  is  a  frcJh 
Mark  of  Your  paternal  Regard  for  the  Welfare  of  i'our  People, 
and  ibr  the  Glory  of  this  Kingdom.
